Roads : 


The Easter holidays are but a few 
days off, and between now and next Friday 
there is but little time to make the neces- 
sary plaxs for the full enjoyment of them. 
Kastertide, considered by many the most 
delightful period of the year for a motor 
tour, Is associated with the first spell of 
spring, and, after the unusually fine 
weather of the past couple of weeks, may 
we not anticipate its visible presence in 
the hedges, the fields, the mountainside 
and woodlands, with blazes of colour here 
and there in many sheltered spots. 

1 had a run through the Pine Forest and 
the Glencree Valley last week-end, and I 
was agreeably surprised'to find these shel- 
tered and picturesque spots already the 
scene of many pic-nic parties.. So balmy 
was the atmosphere that all and sundry 
whom I came across had discarded their 
overcoats in the brilliant and warm sun- 
shine—what a contrast to the cold, 
easterly breeze, accompanied by fog, which 
those in the city and suburbs experienced 
both on Saturday and Sunday. 


CAR EXAMINATION. 


Though Easter will mean a holiday for 
many. spread over four days, few will 
spend the whole of that period on a tour ; 
most will be satisfied with trips of lesser 
duration. The length and place of tour 
having been decided, I would strongly 
advise motorists to have a careful look 
over their cars, which in many cases will 
result in the complete enjoyment of the 
outings. Tyres, in particular, call for a 
careful examination, particularly in the 
cases where cars have been laid up for a 
quarter or two during the winter months, 
or tyres which have not been attended to 
during the bad weather. Generally, at 
FKastertide there is a marked rise in the 
temperature, which has the unhappy effect 
of putting out of action tyres that carried 
on during the colder weather. 

If you cannot spare time for this exami- 
nation, at least earry with you a spare 
tube and tyre, which may save you a dis- 
tressing delav. ‘The tube valves should 
also be looked to, and it is always a good 
precaution to carry with you a box of 
spare insides and caps. Petrol filters, too, 
may require cleaning to prevent choking 
tig jets. The magneto brushes, the slip- 
ring and the contact. breaker will also 
repay an examination, because after the 
dull days of winter cleaning and adjust- 
ing are very likely necessary. With these 
details attended to, one may go forth 
fairly confident that his car will not only 
take him to his chosen rendezvous, but 
also bring him back. , 


THE ROADS. 


The motorist may set out with every 
confidence on any of the main roads in 
the country, all the recent reports that 
have reached me indicating that the 
motorist will find little to grumble at and 
a great deal to praise. The main roads 
to Cork, via Limerick, to Galway, Sligo, 
and Belfast are in excellent condition, 
while the great majority of the roads 
leading to holiday resorts, pic-nic spots, 
places of historic interest and scenic 
beauty are in a condition which will be 
considered not very far from satisfactory. 


A WARNING. 


Wicklow will, no doubt, be a prime 
attraction for the tripper, and I would 
like to draw the attention of tourists 
going for the first time to Glendalough to 
the road passing through the Vale of 
Clara. Though the road is in very good

SUGGESTED _ RUNS. 


One of the most delightful runs in the 
County Wicklow is from Dublin © to 
Woodenbridge, ria Donnybrook, the Bray 
road, by Kilruddery on to Greystones, 
through Ballvgannoti, Kilcool, Neweastle, 
Newrath: Bridge, Wicklow and: Avoca; 
returning by way of “ The: Meeting of 
the Waters,” Rathdrum, Glenealy, and 
at Rathdrum join the Dublin road for 
Ashford, which runs through “ the Glen 
of the Downs,” Little Bray and Dublin— 
905 iniles. 

Glendalough—Proceed via Ranelagh, 
Dundrum and Enniskerry. Then to 
Powerscourt gute and to the summit of 
Long Hill on to Roundwood. Annamoe 
Laragh and Glendalough. Return by 
Wicklow Gap. Hollywood, Poulaphouca, 
Blessington, Tallaght and Terenure—70 
miles. 

A really enjovable afternoon’s run is to 
Ashford and then to the Devil’s Glen. 
Keep the main Dublin-Wicklow road as 
far as Ashford, and then to the Glen— 
About 50 miles. 

Lough Tay and Lough Dan offer charm- 
ing scenery to pic-nic parties, and it is a 
delightful trip from Terenure via ‘the 
Glencree valley and Sally Gap, the return 
from which may be made via Laragh, 
Roundwood, joining the main Dublin road 
at Kilmacanogue, at the head of th» 
entrance to the Glen of the Downs, on to 
Bray and Dublin. 


NORTH OF DUBLIN. 


There are many very attractive runs to 
the north of Dublin, and to those who 
desire a complete change oí scenery from 
that seen to the south of the capital I 
would recommend a drive to Monaster- 
boice and Mellifont Abbey. These places 
are full of historic interest. Leave the 
city by Glasnevin and proceed direct to 
Drogheda. Bear into the north road for 
Monasterboice, where there is a Round 
Tower said to date from 920 and a 
cross bearing the same date. Mellifont 
Abbey is about five miles distant, and 
there was, in 1157, ‘founded the first 
Cistercian Monastery in Ireland. Trippers 
will require to take their own pic-nic 
baskets with them. Return may be made 
by Newgrange House, Slane, Navan and 
Trim. 

A correspondent in New Ross sends me 
an interesting account of an extraordinary 
feat of the’ new Chévrolet six-cylinder 
truck. The lorry had concluded a tour 
of the Counties Wicklow and Wexford, 
and on the way home those in charge 
stopped for lunch in the town. They 
noticed the gradient of High Hill, which 
is tortuous and forms a kind of alleyway. 
The surface is step-like with very steep 
gradients, several water channels being 
cut through the surface, Situated between 
the gable ends of two houses the approach 
is a sharp left-handed turn, so that there 
is no chance of putting on a spurt to help 
in negotiating the hill. The Cheyrolet on 
second gear cleared the hill, never falter- 
ing in its progress. This was the first 
occasion on which a motor car or cycle of 
any description succeeded in getting over 
this hill. Had the engine refused to pull. 
or the brakes to act, the gradient is so 
steep that nothing could have prevented 
the lorry crashing into the dead wall at 
the bottom of the hill.

AN INTERESTING CASE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

A summons was brought, the matter of 
the estate of Jeremiah D. McMahon, late of 
Camp, Dallyseedy, Co. Kerry, deceased, by 
Daniel Joseph McMahon, of Caherleheen, 
Tralee, against Brian McMahon Coffey, of 
Denny street, Tralee, M.D., and Jeremiah 
T. McMahon, of Castlefarm, Firies, Co. Kerry, 
to construe the will, dated 9th June, 1916, 
of the late Jeremiah D. McMahon. 

It appeared that the deceased man had 

three sons and one daughter, and that he left 
his farm to his eldest son on condition that 
the eldest son, Daniel, should marry within a 
period of eight years from the death of the 
testator, with the consent of the executors, of 
whom the defendants were the two survivors, 
and pay -the executors £300 on his 
marrying such person as the executors nugnt 
approve. The eldest son did not get married. 
but continued to live on the farm until 1926, 
ten years after his father’s death, when he 
put it up for sale. The farm was sold by 
private treaty for £1,900, and the conveyance 
was executed to the purchaser in the names 
of the executors.

A RIGHT-OF-WAY DISPUTE. 
Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
action in which Patrick St. John and Anne 
Donovan, of Killurney, Kilsheelan, Co. 
Tipperary, claimed an injunction against 
Samuel Morris, Ltd., of Waterford, restrain- 
ing them from, as alleged, drawing vehicles 
heavily laden with timber over the Killurney 
by-road and obstructing the plaintiffs in the 
exercise of their right-of-way over the by- 
road, and for damages for, as alleged, 
ahi it. The defendants denied the 
allegations made against them by the plain- 
tiffs, and pleaded that the by-road was a 
public highway, and that, if the plaintiffs 
were entitled to the right-of-way claimed by 
them, the alleged damage was noi sufficient 
in point of law to sustain an action against 
the defendants. | 
Mr. Justice Meredith, in the course of his 
judgment, said that the evidence was con- 
flicting as to the character of the road result- 
ing from the repairs executed before and 
after the institution of these proceedings, but 
he was Satisfied that the road never was 
reduced to the condition in which it could be 
described as impassable. He did not see 
how any claim could be made against the 
resent defendants for not repairing the road. 
hey were simply purchasers of timber from 
the Earl of Ossory, and whatever damage had 
heen done was done by a number of persons 
who were engaged to cart away the timber. 
In the present case he must hold that the 
carters were independent contractors. He 
must hold that, the defendants having an 
implied licence from the Earl of Ossory by 
reason of the sale of the timber, a claim én 
the ground of simple trespass failed. The 
plaintiffs’ action must be dismissed, with 
costs. 

_On the application of counsel for the plain- 
tiffs, a stay for four weeks was granted.

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A DIPLOMAT’S BOOK. 


BRITAIN AND THE VATICAN. 
HEN Victorien Sardou. converted his 
Embassy into a playground for the 
younger members of the Diplomatic Ser- 
vice staid citizens were shocked. It is 
probable that, if any such still survive, 
they will be very much more shocked by 
the lively book which Mr. J. D. Gregory 
has utilised his enforced leisure in- 
writing. It will be remembered that Mr. 
Gregory was Assistant-Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs until an unfortunate 
event led to his resignation from the 
service last year. The book is much more 
readable than the majority of novels now 
being published, being polished in style, 
vivacious and witty, and, on the whole, 
cynical and flippant. 

“ Who can spend his life,” asks Mr. 
Gregory, “ among such delightful com- 
panions of all nations, ranks and classes, 
and amid such inspiring surroundings 
and come out of it sulking? If anyone 
does, he is infernally ungrateful for what 
the good God has given him.” Neither 
sulking nor ungrateful, Mr. Gregory pays 
unstinted tribute to his chiefs and col- 
leagues, and, more remarkable, he also 
pays tribute to the many excellent Diplo- 
matic Correspondents whom the Press 
retains for the education of the public in 
the mysteries of foreign affairs. Excellent 
pen-portraits are given of many. people 
who have figured in the public eye, and 
there is a really amusing description of 
the vicissitudes of the fateful ‘‘ Zinovieff 
Letter,” which had such an effect upon 
the English general election in 1924. 

Mr. Gregory reveals also that, while he 
abhorred Bolshevism, he rather liked the 
Russian representatives in London, in 
marked contrast with his chief, Sir Eyre 
Crowe, who “ never could bring himself 
even to shake hands with so mild and so 
polished a representative of the Soviet as 
Krassin.’’ Such personal dislikes may be 
found to have had a far-reaching effect 
upon the later relations of Britain and 
Russia. A good laugh may be had by 
any reader in the description of Mr. 
Gregory's journey to Aberayon in search 
of Mr.. Ramsay Macdonald, and of what 
happened when, that harassed Foreign 
Secretary was at last run to earth. There 
is the germ of a - thriller i in the story. 


An interesting opinion is expressed by 
Mr. Gregory when he deals with the 
question of British representation at the 
Vatican. He is himself a devout Roman 
Catholic, but he is very definitely of the 
Mam that the British representative 
should be a Protestant, as representing a 
Protestant nation. The policy of the 
British Government hitherto has been to 
select a Roman Catholic as being more 
likely to appeal to Vatican sentiment. 

How Lord Curzon had the blind drawn 
will make many people laugh very 
heartily, because it fits so accurately the 
popular conception of that statesman’s 
pomposity. He was “ consistently im- 
pátient,'”” says Mr. Gregory, but, he 
hastens to add, “I still hold that you 
had only to take him the right way to 
enjoy—I will go so far as to say enjoy— 
working under him. .. . He was 
universally called pompous, but he had 
the most intense sense of humour, and I 
have even seen him turn it on himself.’’ 
Lord Ronaldshay has done so much to 
rehabilitate Lord Curzon that this further 
small testimony will be very much 
welcomed by Curzon’s friends. A jolly, 
human book is Mr. Gregory’s.

BIBLICAL AUTHORITY. 


--” 


REVIEWED BY Our PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 
CORRESPONDENT: 
$6 HE Authority of the Bible, by 
Professor C. H. Dodd, of Mans- 
field College, Oxford, is a book of out- 
standing merit on a vital subject. Where 
is the. seat of authority in religion and 
morality? Is it the individual conscience 
within or the light of Nature? Is it the 
consensus of human society? Is it the 
Church? Is it a Book, Bible, Koran or 
Vedas? For a long period the authority 
of the Church was unquestioned, but at 
the Reformation the reformers rejected 
the claim of Church and tradition and set 
up. the Bible as the sole authority and 
supreme standard in doctrine, and worship 
and morals, and even ecclesiastical 
organisation. In turn the authority of 
the Bible has come to be challenged. 

The historico-critical method of study, 
so fruitful in other fields, has been applied 
to the Bible—first to the Old Testament, 
and of late years to the New Testament, 
and has thrown a flood of light on the 
origins of this body of ancient literature. 
This method of study has made the 
Biblical literature vastly more intelligible 
und interesting to scholars in all the 
Churches, but at the same time it has 
modified their ideas of its inspiration and 
authority. The influence also of modern 
scientific discoveries, especially those of 
human origins and antiquity, and geology 
and astronomy have deeply modified the 
theory of the authority of the Bible. 

There remains the authority of Christ, 
but here again difficulties present them- 
selves. Can we be sure that we have His 
very words, and. deeds uncoloured by the 
lapse of time and the many minds they 
passed through before they were writen 
down in the form of the first. three 
Gospels? Even if a saying is Christ’s 
must it not be interpreted relatively to 
His time and circumstances? That Jesus 
cursed the barren fig tree, or predicted 
the ‘final end within His own generation 
is hard to believe. On all these topics 
Professor Dodds writes in-a-manner at 
once thoroughly competent, frank, reverent 
and helpful. His study of the great 
prophets of the: Old -Testament. is parti- 
cularly illuminating. The whole book is 
a masterpiece, to be read and. read again.

DAMAGE TO MOTOR CAR.

DUBLIN CLERGYMAN’S ACTION 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

The Kev. Ernest Savell Hicks sued the 
Dublin United Tramways Company . for 
£64 6s. lld., damages in respect of injury 
to his motor car, which, he alleged, was 
caused by the negligent driving of a tram- 
car in February, 1927. 

Plaintiff, giving evidence, stated that he 
was driving along North Frederick street, 
Dublin, and he stopped his car near 
Kindlater’s Church in’ response to a signal 
from a Guard on traffic duty. Shortly after 
he pulled up the tramear struck the back 
of his car, doing serious damage. He himself 
narrowly escaped injury. 

Kor the defence it Was’ stated that the 
plaintiff pulled out sharply before the tram, 
and that a collision could not be avoided. . 

Judge Shannon found for the plaintiff and 
awarded £56 18s. damages and costs.

KINGSTOWN CHILD’S 
INJURIES.

Mary Hennessey, a 
father, Patrick Hennessey, of 
Court, Kingstown, claimed damages from 
the Kingstown Urban District Council for 
injuries sustained by her on March 8 last 
at Patrick street, Kingstown. 

It appeared that employés of the Urban 
Council were engaged in road repairing 
about three hundred yards distant from a 
smouldering brazier and a night watch- 
man’s hut, in which were oil lamps, when 
the plaintiff ‘and other children approached 
the brazier. One of them raised an oil 
lamp over the brazier, and poured the 
contents on to the smouldering fire, with 
the result that the plaintiff became suddenly 
enveloped in flames. A passer-by, Mr. 
Cummins, rushed to the rescue and extin- 
guished the flames, but not before the child 
had been badly burnt. She was treated in 
St. Michael's Hospital, Kingstown, for two 
months. 

For the defence it stated that the 
brazier was only smouldering, and the em- 
ployés hardly expected a child to pour the 
contents of an oil lamp into if, 

Judge Shannon held that the defendants 
were liable, as they had ieft a lighted 
brazier in the street unprotected, and in such 
a way that children would be tempted to 
approach it, as they did in that case, with 
the result that, but fer the efforts of Mr. 
Cummins, the plaintiff might have been 
burnt to death. He awarded £35 damages, 
‘with costs and expenses, and allowed £5 to 
be paid out to the child’s parents, the 
remainder to be lodged in Court for the 
child's benefit.

GERMANY’S ENTERPRISE. 


a mas 
(By “J. & So 


IXTY years ago—on March 23rd, 1869, 
—a Prussian patent was granted 

to two German chemists, Graebe and 
Liebermann, -for their invention of a 


process for the artificial production of | 


alizarin, the colouring matter extracted 
from the root of the madder plant and 
known as a dye under the name 
“Madder Red.’’ The importance of this 
event lies in the fact that for the first 
time a naturally occurring dye was pro- 
duced in the chemical laboratory. The 
dye was made commercially in the fol- 
lowing year by the famous Badische 
Anwlin und Sodafabrik, and the English 
market was secured for it by an English 
patent, applied for one day before W. H. 
Perkin—an English chemist—applied in 
respect of an identical process. Germany 
has continued since then to supply us 
with many of our dyes. 

Alizarin was made artificially from a 
sulstance known as anthracene, which 
is one of the constituent; of coal-tar. 
When the latter is distilled various oils 
are obtained from it, including one 
called anthratene oil, which distils at a 
temperature of about 300 degrees C. 
Irom this oil anthracene is obtained by 
a somewhat complicated chemical process. 
The method discovered by Graebe aud 
Liebermann was not a commercial suc- 
cess, and has been superseded by another 
method which also produces alizarin from 
anthracene, The result has been that 
the madder plant, once grown extensively 
in India, Kgypt and even Europe, has 
almost disappeared. However, the dye 
now comes from the same source as 
before; for the coal, which is now its 
parent, is itself the child of the plant. 


MAUVEINE., 


“ Madder Red’’ was not the first dye 
to be produced in a chemical jaboratory. 
W. H. Perkin, who figured in the race 
for the English patent concerning 
alizarin, had produced tie first of the 
aniline dyes in the year 1856 by mixing 
aniline with bleaching powder. He pro- 
duced a purple dye called mauveine. 
which was used in the making of penny 
stamps in Queen Victoria’s reign. Perkin 
produced in all about half a dozen dyes, 
all of which were new to the world, and 
which attracted much attention from 
their brilliance. They lacked, however, 
the essential quality of fastness, and this 
tended to damp the enthusiasm which 
their appearance had aroused. 

Chemists now got to work on the 
artificial production of other naturally 
occurring dyes. Indigo was prepared 
synthetically by Baeyer in 1880 and by 
another process in 1882. Neither method 
was cheap enough to compete with the 
natural production of the dye from 
the Indigo plant. Heumann, in 1890, 
succeeded in synthesising indigo com- 
mercially and at a profit. His process 
differed from those of Baeyer in that he 
started with naphthaline, a bye-product 
in the coal-tar industry for which no 
use had been found except by cld ladies 
who used it to keep tho moths away from 
their clothes—which, by the way, it does 
not do. 

Baever had made indigo from Toluene, 
the world supply of which is limited. 
The artificial indigo had over the 
natural product the great advantage of 
purity, which meant that its composition 
was not variable; the natural dye had 
viven much trouble to the dyers on this 
account.. Since then the competition be- 
tween natural and artificial indigo has 
been very keen, with results which have 
been of immense benefit to both industries. 
We have learned much more about the 
chemistry of indigo and we have improved 
tle indigo plant and its cultivation 
enormously. 


A WONDERFUL ARRAY, 


Various other naturally occurring 
dyes were produced artificially. Among 
them may be mentioned ‘‘ Congo Red ”' 
and ‘‘Tyrian Purple’’—the latter of 
which was found to be very closely re- 
lated to indigo. At the same time a 
wonderful array of new dyes oi unheard- 
of shades was produced, most of them 
from aniline and naphthalene. The 
dyer, at the beginning of. the nineteenth 
century, had probably. about twenty or 
thirty dves st his disposal, while the 
number on the market no runs to several 
thousands. ‘The new knowledge has 
caused an increase: of knowledge all 
round: for |: stimnlated research m such 
subjects as the treatment of cloth and 
ether inaterials, colour-printing in many 
colours, and the manufacture of chemicals 
und ice in large quanti ‘es. f 

Dyes are used nowadays fo: purposes 
other than colouring cloths, feathers and 
such things. “he chemist makes exten- 
sive use of certain dyes as indicators— 
that is, as substances which change 
colour when put into acid or alkaline 
solutions; and some of oe dyes used are 
of great importance in this connection. 
Again, ordinary photographic plates are 
not sensitive to red light, but the so- 
called panchromatic plates, which are 
affected by light of any colour, are pro- 
duced by incorporating certain dyes with 
the emulsion used to make the plates. 
Methylene blue has the curious property 
of staining the- fingers when they are 
brought into contact with it. It has 
been used for discovering thieves when 
t'.» stolen property—for instance, money 
—has had a little of the dye sprinkled on 
it. The stain is not removable by 
ordinary means, and s» the thief.cannot 
hide his guilt. As time goes on, we shall 
discover many other uses for our dyes. 


TYRIAN PURPLE. 


Recently some research has been carried 
ont on the natural production = of 
“Tyrian Purple.’ This dye is produced 
from a shell-fish like a winkle, and these 
creatures secrete a slime by means of a 
gland near the gill. This slime is colour- 
less, but, if left exposed to light, gradually 
becomes yellow, green, blue, and finally 
purple. The chemistry of this change has 
been studied, and it appears that the 
slime contains a compound of sulphur 
and a substance called “‘indole.’’ which 
itself as a  constitent of indigo. by 
means of hight and a ferment which is 
contained in the sliny this compound is 
split up and a relative of indigo— 
“Trian Purple’—1s formed. The 
sulphur combines with other things ito 
form an evil-smelling substances which 
made Tyre an unsuitable place for a 
villa in ancient times. 

‘Indole’? is a substance which is pro- 
duced in our bodies. Proteins, on being 
digested, produce ““indole” in the in- 
testine, and some of it is absorbed into 
the blood, where it can »e dangerous, as 
1/ is a poison. Some method has to be 
adopted in the body for getting rid of 
it quickly. The method adopted is by 
causing if te combine with sulphur and 
produce the substance fonnd ia the slime 
of the shell-fish--a harmless substance. 
Our bodies then seem to be reversing the 
process which takes place outside . the 
shell-fish, and apparently we use the 
same method of getting rid of this waste 
product as the fish. Jt isa Jong jump 
from synthetic dyes to human physiology, 
but, it serves to show that science is one 
subject with many  branches—which 
branches, if we follow them far enough, 
are found to be intertwining.

1 met 
Foch at the Paris Peace Conference just ten 
years ago, and was struck by his remark- 
able simplicity. He was greatly interested 
in Ireland; for, as he told me, the late 
Sir Henry Wilson was his closest friend, 
and it was largely in consequence of 
Wilson’s influence that the British 
military leaders consented to his appoint- 
ment as Generalissimo. 


In Kerru and Warsaw. 


It is very interesting to note that while 
the works of J. M. Synge are being banned 
by library authorities in Kerry, they are 
being hailed in Warsaw as the works of a 
master. ‘Thus we are told “ The Playboy 
of the Western World ”’ created an extra- 
ordinary amount of interest, being de- 
scribed by the Polish critics as “ the 
greatest literary event for years.” So the 
prophet is honoured in other countries 
than his own. 

At least, one of Synge’s plays has never 
vet been staged in this country, but it has 
been staged with great success in Great 
Britain and in America. [Irish play- 
goers who have no opportunity to witness 
performances in the Birmingham Reper- 
tory Theatre or in the Community Play- 
house of New York, have had to content 
themselves with a reading of “ The 
Tinker’s Wedding,” a play regarded by 
many excellent critics as Synge’s master- 
piece. 


A Synge Memorial. 


It is significant, too, that although 
Synge has now been dead for twenty years, 
no effort has ever been made to erect any 
kind of monument to his memory. Yet 
no Irish writer of the time has had so 
much influence in other countries ; his in- 
fluence upon the drama of the day has 
been profound and widespread. = Maxim 
Gorky pointed to '“ The Playboy ” as the 
greatest comedy of its time, but his 
opinion is not shared by  Irishinen, 
apparently. A small monument, similar 
to that of Mangan, coukd be erected in the 
open space in St. Stephen’s Green, where 
new Mangan gazes across at the pedestal 
of the Kettle memorial. No more suit- 
able place could be found for monuments 
to our literary men, and a space should 
bé found there for a memorial to John 
Millington Synge, whose plays did so 
much to make the name of Ireland known 
and honoured throughout the world. 


Magic in Wicklow Street.

‘They 
are quite enthusiastic about the air of the 
hills as a spring tonic. At Woodenbridge 
they played golf and did a little fishing 
to rest their weary limbs, They look 
quite fit and sunburnt, and they are look- 
ing forward with keen delight to further 
tramps in the Dublin and Wicklow 
mountains during the Easter holidays.

The Antrim Glens. 


| The Stage Irishman. 


_In a discussion a night or two ago on 
Mr. Andrew E. Malone’s forthcoming 
book on the Irish drama, an inquirer 
asked who invented the character whom 
we familiarly call the stage Irishman. 
Various opinions were expressed, but a 
friend of mine, who was able to quote the 
late W. H. Grattan Flood as his authority, 
said that the inventor of the part was the 
English poet and dramatist, James 
Shirley, who flourished three hundred 
years ago. 

Shirley, who had been to Oxford and 
Cambridge, was, in turn, teacher, parson, 
convert to Catholicism, poet and play- 
wright, and some of his masques have 
been likened to those of his more famous 
contemporary, “rare Ben Jonson.’’ He 
was a friend of John Ogilvy, who was ap- 
pointed Master of the Revels in Ireland, 
and patentee of the theatre in Werburgh 
street in 1634, when Thomas Viscount 
Wentworth, afterwards Earl of Strafford, 
right-hand man of Charles 1., was Lord 
Deputy here. Within the half-dozen 
years following Ogilvy’s appointment, 
Shirley produced, on an average, one play 
a year in Dublin, and some of them were 
written specially for the Werburgh street 
house. He perished in the great fire of 
London in 1666. 

Grattan Flood held that it was in one 
of these plays, “ St. Patrick for Ireland, 
performed here in 1636, the first stage 
Irishman worthy of the name appeared. 
My friend, unfortunately, was unable to 
tell me the name of the actor who created 
the part, but he agreed with the critic 
who described “‘ St. Patrick for Ireland ” 
as an extraordinary mixture of good 
drama and buffoonery. 


A Phenix Park Swimming Pool. 


While almost every form of sport has 
been catered for in the Pheonix Park 
swimming has been entirely neglected. 
Indeed, swimming is not adequately 
catered for at all in Dublin. The first 
Tailteann swimming contests had to be 
held in the lake in the Zoological Gardens, 
and that ef last year had to go to a 
specially-prepared course in Blackrock 
Baths. In England swimming is attended 
to by every forin of pool, indoor and out- 
door, so that even in London swimming 
is permitted in the famous Serpentine. 

In Belfast, too, special facilities are 
provided for swimmers in excellent open- 
air baths under the control of the 
Corporation. But in Dublin small boys 
must resort to the various branches of the 
two canals, to be chased by the police at 
intervals, and to run naked with their 
clothes under their arms until the police- 
man is out of distance. It must be per- 
fectly obvious that Olympic swimmers will 
not be discovered and trained in this way, 
and so some facilities for swimming, at the 
cheapest rates, should be provided as soon 
as possible. 


The Dog Pond. 


The lake in St. Stephen’- Green is pro- 
bably out of the question, but there seems 
no reason why facilities should not be 
provided in the Phenix Park alongside 
all the other sports. There is the sheet 
of water known as “The Dog Pond '' 
which seems at present to serve nu pur- 
pose whatever, and the expenditure of a 
small sum on its renovation and prepara- 
tion would quickly and easily convert it 
into a useful swimming-pool. If that 
were done swimming wottid be popularised, 
and the swarm- of schoolboys who frequent 
the “Park” would be provided with a 
reasonable alternative to +he dangers and 
excitements of swimming in the canals. 
The Board of Works might be induced to 
do something in this matter if it were 
brought to the notice of its officials. 


Belfast Bookshops. 


Belfast’s old bookshops are 
pleasantly situated on the riverside as 
Dublin’s are, but in and around the far 
famed Smithfield Market they have their 
own attractions for book-lovers. When ] 
visit the Northern city T can always spend 
an interesting and profitable hour or twWo 
in Mr. Hugh Greer’s, in Gresham stroet 
and Smithfield. Mr. Greer comes of a 
celebrated bookselling family, and mis 
very name evokes kindly memories of the 
late Mr. Dick Greer, perhaps the greatest 
“character ” who ever engaged in thie 
book trade in Treland.

Children’s Plays. 


It rejoiced my heart to read the recent 
review of Mrs. Naomi Mitchison’s new 
book, ‘‘ Nix Bought Nothing—Four Plays 
for Children ’’ ; for our cupboard is shame- 
fully bare where dramatic entertainment 
for children is concerned. In the average 
child’s little finger there is more true 
instinct for the drama than in the whole 
composition of the average grown-up. Yet 
nothing is done to foster and develop it. 
Beyond the cinema, which often does 
more harm than good, the annual 
Christmas pantomime is the children’s one 
and only theatrical treat, and we cannot 
even let them have that all to themselves ; 
for three-fourths of any pantomime nowa- 
days is intended for the amusement of 
their elders. In Dublin of late we have 
indulged in an orgy of good drama. Could 
we. not share a little of it with the 
children, and induce one or other of the 
many excellent new dramatic societies to 
stave, at any rate once in a way, a play 
for them, and them alone? The pretty 
Peacock Theatre would be highly suitable, 
and could be put to no better use from a 
national point of view. It is safe to fore- 
tell that it would never house a more 
appreciative audience, 


Edison as Incubator. 


Intelligent observation led to the making 
of many of the inventions of Thomas 
gs Alva Edison, who 
recently celebrated 
his eighty - second 
birthday. From his 
childhood Kdison 
was a student and 
experimenter. It 
is recorded that he 
watched, when a 
boy of six, the 
hatching of a flock 
of young geese. ‘The 
method of  pro- 
cedure seemed clear 
to him. He built 
himself a nest 
in an adjacent 
barn and was discovered some hours after- 
wards attempting to perform the duties of 
a bvood fowl with a score of eggs he had 
collected ! 


Aantrim’s Glens. 


Friends to whom TI have talked about 
the tramp I enjoyed on Monday have 
been pressing me to accompany them on 
some favourite walk of theirs, and each 
invitation would take me to a different 
part of the country. The friend who was 
with me on Monday wants me to go North 
to his native county, “sweet Tyrone 
among the bushes,’’ but he freely 
acknowledges the greater charms of the 
famous Glens of Antrim. 

I have never had the pleasure oj visit- 
ing the Glens, but both in Belfast and in 
Dublin people speak so highly of various 
spots in the Glens that the very place- 
names have an attraction for me. A 
fyiend of mine from Co. Antrim teils me 
that to make the most of the journey 
one should take the celebrated coast road 
from Belfast through Larne to Portrush 
and, entering the Glens from Parkmore, 
return by Ballymena. 

Explaining to me the 
Cushendall and Cushendun, my friend 
points out that the word “cush’’ (in 
Gaelic cos or cois) is common in place- 
names all over Ireland, and means foot 
or bottom, or termination. Cushendall, 
it seems, is an English rendering of 
Cois abhann dalla, end of the Dall, or 
blind river, and similarly Cushendun is 
the end of the Donn, or brown river. To 
the Four Masters, he says, Cushendun 
was known as Bun abhann duine, the word 
bun being equivalent to cos in place- 
names, The present name would, there- 
fore, be less than three hundred years 
old. 

The word cos occurs again in 
Glens in Cushenelt. the does 
pass and Cushleake, the foot of the flag- 
stone, and I remember that there is a 
place in Mayo also, called Cushlecka. I 
1 am advised that ii ever JT go to that 
part of the country, I should not miss 
the pretty little village of Bushmills 
which gives its name to a favourite brand 
of whisky. Bush, my friend says, is the 
(Gaelic Duais a furious river, but the 
liquor is uot so bad as the Gaelic 
name would imply. 


A College Custom. 


The front gate of Trinity College is 
closed every evening at nine o’clock, and 
at that hour, during term, freshmen who 
are in residence are obliged to leave their 
firesides and repair to the vestibule of the 
Commons Hall for’ the picturesque 
ceremony of night-roll.

CATHOLIC EMANCIPATION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn,—In answer to the last paragraph of 

“Cc, G.’s”’ letter which appears in your 
issue of to-day, 1 may say that L based my 
statement that sixty per cent. of the Irish 
Freemasons at the time of the passing of thus 
measure of relief were Roman Catholics on 
the records and registers which have been 
carefully and accurately kept by the Grand 
Lodge of Ireland for nearly two centuries, 
and not upon vague tradition. 1 made the 
statement appreciating fully the respon- 
sibility which rests on me as the executive 
Chief of the Order in Ireland. 

I do not wish to claim anything excep- 
tionally liberal or broad-minded in the 
attitude of the Masons of a century ago, 
since, as I said in my former letter, it has 
always been, and. is still, one of the Order's 
first principles that no man should be 
penalised or made to suffer on account of his 
religious beliefs. I merely wished to point 
out that Masons have never been, as the 
Roman Catholic clerical papers are so fond of 
saying, opponents of religious liberty. On 
the contrary, they have always done their 
best to support it. It is apparently forgotten 
that, during the whole of the time in which 
he was agitating for Catholic Emancipation, 
Daniel O'Connell was an enthusiastic Free- 
mason, and frequently wrote and spoke in 
favour of the Order. 

It was only when his Church banned it 
that, as a good Catholic, he severed his con- 
nection with it. At any rate, the greatest

Jo THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Sin,—It shows the state of apathy into 

which the country has fallen when there is 
no organised protest, so far, against the 
disastrous cutting down of our postal 
deliveries. Mr. Heffernan assures us that it 
is only the parts of the country where there 
is a daily delivery that will be affected— 
that, where there is only a delivery two or 
three times a week, it will be left as it is. 
To be consistent he ought to take these 
away and so save more money. this is a 
strongly retrograde step and a heavy handi- 
cap on the effort to Fan abreast of other 
countries, besides being an _ additional 
financial tax on the farmer, who is ‘‘the 
backbone of the country, as we are often 
told. ‘Time is money” to the farmer, 
perhaps more than to any other business 
man. Nature will not stand still, even for 
an hour, while a badly-needed helper is 
going to fetch the mail and daily newspaper, 
as essential to the farmer as to any business 
man in an office in town. 

What is this less than half of a hundred 
thousand pounds to be saved for? Will it 
go to eke out the hundreds of thousands 
spent on thrusting down the throats of our 
young people a language which is foreign to 
them and will never be of any but a senti- 
mental value? Will it be added, as a drop 
in the bucket, to the millions (which may 
amount to double the original estimate) that 
are being sunk in the vast Shannon sc eme, 
which may in after years prove a heavy 
millstone round the neck of a small and 
poor country? If Mr. Heffernan is deter- 
mined to cut down expenses, we could 
suggest various ways. One would be the 
sensible advice of a letter-writer in a recent 
Irish Times—to print the few words needed 
on postal forms only in a language that 
everyone can ‘understand; and the best wav 
of all would be to make postage and tele- 
grams cheaper.

S O much of his life and bis memories 

have been given to journalism that 
almost everything that Mr. T. P.- 
O'Connor might have to say is im the 
nature of a twice-told tale. To “T.P.” 
life and work have been a very united 
entity; even to a greater extent than is 
given to many of the men who make 
history in the newspaper. ‘‘T.P.”’ is 
something of a legend in England, and 


the has been, himself, largely the creator 


of his own legendary figure. Every day, 
and every week, throughout his working 
life of nearly sixty years he has been 
the chronicler of events in some of which 
he took a prominent and distinguished 
part. There can have been few events 
during the past half-century in which 
“T P.”’ did not in some way share the 
secret history; and there have been few 
people of distinction or notoriety who 
have passed him unknown. So his 
memoirs ought to be interesting, even 
arresting, reading, but, alas, so much of 
them has been used over and over again 
that there is little to arrest or surprise 
when they reaeh the public in two hand- 
some volumes, at the price of two guineas. 

Few men of his generation have lived so 
fully as the Father of the House of 
Commons, but if he has lived < full life 
he has also lived fully upon it. He 
has never been a “great” figure in the 
sense that he turned events at critical 
moments; he has never commanded life 
as so many of his distinguished con- 
temporaries did; always he was the ser- 
vant of life, and its humble chronicler. 
He has seen dramatic events, tragic 
events, historical events, but he was never 
dramatic, tragic, or historical himself. 
Because of this his memoirs will have 
none of the excitement of, say, Mr. 
(hurchill’s or Mr. Lloyd George’s, but 
every reader will find in the book echoes 
of ‘‘ far-off, forgotten things” and 
‘battles long ago.” In his estimates he 
is amiable, human, shrewd; never is he 
really brilliant, and never is he cruel. 

In the memoirs of Irishmen the rapier is 
expected to come often into play, but that 
is a weapon in the use of which ‘‘ T.P.”’ has 
long lost any skill which he may once have 
had, But he has lived in the very midst 
of the most interesting people of his time, 
has known them intimately, and it is the 
reflected glory of theso “great” people 
which will give the “ Memoirs of an 
Oid Parliamentarian “” their definite place 
amongst the materials of history. Written 
with all the skill of the practised hand, 
and arranged as only “T.P.” himself 
knows how to arrange such material, the 
two volumes’ will certainly prove 
tremendously interesting to everyone who 
would like to know what the late Vic- 
torian era Jooked like to one of its most 
ardent devotees. The two volumes really 
chronicle the “end of a chapter,” and 
in consequence cannot fail to entice those 
who make the chapter following read 
them with avid enjoyment, 


PARNELL THROWS STONES ? 


Fifty-one years ago, shortly after he 
had entered Parliament, the young 
Parnell had formed a dislike for the 
great W. EF. Gladstone, and that dislike 
carried him to an extremity which does 
not seem to have been chronicled before. 


It was on the night of February 24, 1878,. 


that Parnell and his sister formed part 
of the crowd that broke the windows of 
Gladstone’s house. ‘‘I was then.” says 
Mr. O’Connor, ‘‘as I have been ever 
since, filled with a passionate desire to 
rescue the Christians of the East from 
the yoke of Turkey. I went to a meeting 
in Hyde Park which Bradlaugh had 
called, and at which he presided, and 
I was one of the pro-Gladstone crowd 
who were dispersed by the genteel mob 
organised by a Lieutenant Armit, and 
armed with switches formidable enough to 
scatter rapidly. the‘unarmed Gladstone 
crowd. That very night the windows of 
the house in Harley Street in which Mr. 
Gladstone at that moment lived, were 
broken; to which I may add the curious 
fact that among the crowd who came with 
stones in their pockets to join in the 
window-breaking were two young Irish 
people; one was Parnell, and the other 
was one of his sisters—Anna, the fiercest 
among them, and the one most like him 
in appearance and oharacter.’’ That 
early prejudice against Gladstone recurs 
many times in the course of Mr. 
O’Connor’s narrative: he did not share 
it. “To me at this period, while 
Disraeli represented al] that was evil, in 
lis mind and character as well as in his 
politics, Mr. Gladstone iook on the pro- 
portions of the noblest of human fivures. 
Disraeli was Beelzebub avainst an “angel 
of Jicht.”” Yet on this very dey of the 
window-breaking “T.P.” had suggested 
that he should write a biography of 
Disraeli! It was this biography, pub- 
lished in 1879, that brought ‘‘ T.P.’? into 
ee at the General Election in 


GALWAY’S CANDIDATE. 


Galway selected him as its candi- 
date: “ Parnell was on the look out for 
any young man that he thought might 
add to the strength of his supporters. I 
had met him several times during the 
later seventies, and from my place in the 
Press Gallery I had seen some of his earlier 
performances. I remember him still at 
that stage. It was a curious and almost 
incredible sight. The policy of obstruc- 
tion which Biggar had begun, and Parnell 
improved and intensified, consisted at that 
time mainly in stubborn fights against 
time. Then, as now, and indeed at prac- 
tically all seasons, time is the very life- 
blood of a Ministry: and he who was 
able to waste that blood brought the 
Ministry to insurmountable difficulties. 
Every one of the ordinary methods was 
tried to wear down Parnell, even the 
device of leaving him alone to address an 
empty House. How little they under- 
stood that man of iron, with no nerves— 
at that time, at least—and with a dis- 
regard that amounted to positive contempt 
for ail Englishmen, and especially the 
Englishmen who were opponents of his 
cause ! With no special powers of 
speech, except in moments of great pas- 
sion and great emergency, Parnell was 
usually & dreary and a costive speaker. 
Yet you could see him there, standing up 
in the empty House, talking hour after 
hour quite indifferent to the fact that 
there was nobody listening and nobody 
to listen ; and the tall, thin figure, the 
impassive face, the inscrutable eves, vave 
to this spectacle an almost uncanny look. 
An obgervation he made to me about the 
absence of any hearers while he droned 
out his dreary speeches uour after hour 
to the empty benches was very characteris- 
tic of the man. He said he rather liked 
an empty house; it gave him more time 
to think. Nobody ever cared less for 
the opinions of other people than 
Parnell. . . . He was cold in manner. 
cold in look, cold in speech.” <A little 
attention to the opinions of other people 
might have averted the later disaster. 


THE DEAD PAST.

Although subjected to further criticism 
from all parts of the House, the 1929 
Housing Bill was given a second reading 
in Dail Eirenn yesterday without a 
division. 

Mr. de Valera, in the course of the 
debate, announced that his party would 
support the measure, though with very 
little satisiacticn. He thought that it was 
a great pity that the Government had not 
taken advantage of the proposals put 
forward by the Building Trades Union. 

As to the provision of money, Mr. de 
Valera saw no reason why the Government 
coud? not borrow money for the purpose. 
It could issue stock or loan for bousing 
purposes, and get it at about five per cent. 

The Committee stage of the bill will be 
taken on April 10th, when the House re- 
assembles after the Easter recess. 

Remarkable unanimity was displayed by 
ail parties when the Finance (Customs and 
Stamp Duties) Bill came up for second 
reading, and it passed not only second 
reading. but ali the remaining stages with- 
out a division. The part of the bill de- 
signed to facilitate Ford’s tractor factory 
in Cork evoked warm approval from both 
the Fianna Fail and Labour benches. 

Government amendments to the In- 
dustrial and Commercial Property (Protec- 
tion) (Amendment) Act, limiting the 
pywers of Ministers in dealing with State- 
aided inventions, were approved by the 
Opposition, ana the Report stage of the 
bill was passed. 

The bill. which provides pensions for 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
whe resigned or were dismissed because of 
their political sympathies, or, in the case 
of their deaths, pensions for their widows, 
passed through Committee. 

A number of Constitution-amending 
tills were passed.

MR. DE VALERA ADVOCATES 
BORROWING. 

The debate on the second reading of the 
Housing Bill, 1929, was resumed. 

Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin, S.) said that 
in regard to the want of seme contribution 
towards the solution of the problem by 
master builders and operatives, it was not 
sufficiently realised that the : operatives 
suffered in so far as they had no continuity 
of employment. He suggested that the 
Ministry might make use of the Combined 
Purchasing Board to get materials at the 
keenest competitive prices for small builders. 
As to the challenge by the Government to 
the Opposition for suggestions to help to 
solve the question, he said: ‘‘ we cannot give 
suggestions unless the Government mean 
business in the matter.” 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) accused 
the Government of failing to fulfil its election 
promises. Who, he asked, was to blame for 
the failure of Mr. Rice’s much-vaunted Con- 
ference’ Let the correspondence relating to 
the Conference be published, so that the 
public might judge how much the master 
uilders had contributed to the demand for 
a national housing scheme.

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Borough)—Is it 
not. time that the causes that are holding up 
this house-building should be made public?

Mr. JOHN DALY (Govt., Cork, E.) said

Mr. EVERETT (Labour, Wicklow i 
that all public bodies were only too as 
to proceed with the building of houses if 
they could get long-term loans. He disagreed 
with Deputy Clery’s statement that public 
bodies did uot require a free grant. They 
were spending thousands of pounds attempt- 
Ing to cure tuberculosis, but, after treatment 
they sent back the cases to spread the diseases 
in bad houses, 

Mr. B. O'CONNOR (Govt., Dublin County) 
did not agree that the problem could be 
solved by the proposal to set up a Housing 
Board. Wages were three times what they 
were pre-war, while materials were twice as 
dear. How could they -bring down the cost of 
“righ | while this was so? They could not 
solve the problem except by the friendly co- 
operation of workmen and emplovers. 

_. “ UP TO LABOUR.” 

If civil servants had to accept a cut in 
their salaries owing to the reduced cost of 
living, should not workmen in general make 
& similar reduction? It was a very unpopular 
thing to say, but it was up to labour and 
contractors between themselves to bring about 
@ solution. In his opinion the bill would 
Serve its purpose. 

Mr. COBURN (National League, Louth) 
welcomed the bill, but expressed the hope 
that President Cosgrave would introduce a 
aenve building scheme. . One cause 
of the high cost of building was the fact that 
80 per cent. of the materials used had to be 
ynported. He often wondered why the 
Government had not taken the trouble to 
establish a few national brickyards, in order 
that some of the materials required could be 
obtained at home. High wages had been 
mentioned, but it was not so much a question 
of that as of output. A good man was not 
dear at any price, and if the workmen of the 
country were trusted a little more he believed 
they would give a fair day’s work for a fair 
day’s pay. 

Wages had been reduced considerably in 
every county in the Free State, with the 
possible exception of Dublin. It had been 
argued that builders had been making ex- 
cessive profits out of house building. He 
did not agree with that. He believed that 
any ey peo made was made prior 
4 er during the war, and at presen ildé 
would tell them that they “di it aiffeal 
ó make wane we é The builders, therefore, 

re not responsible fo igh c 
building po for the high cost of 

_This problem would require the co-opera- 
tion of all concerned. It, could not be solved 
by the Government unless the Government 
& the whole-hearted support of the people, 

e hoped that this scheme was only the fore- 
runner of a comprehensive housing scheme, 
and he appealed to the Government in the 
next bill to make provision for long-term 
loans for housing. ' 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin Co.) “said 
that the reduction of the grant to builders 
would increase the net cost of houses. There- 
fore, the bill would increase the rent of 
houses throughout the Free State. He 
thought that there wis no justification for 
reducing the grant, but that, instead, a casé 
could be made for increasing it. There were 
no indications in the bil] that the Govern. 
ment had any concern as regarded hoysing 
conditions in the Gaeltacht. 

“ HANDING OVER THE BABY.” 
Mr. COONEY (F.F., Dublin N.) said that 
when Deputy O’ Kelly had Suggested a 
national housing council the President said 
that it would be handing over the baby, 
but no one knew more about handing over 
the child than the President. He ended 
over the child to the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation, and the child proved to be a 
white elephant. (Laughter.)

Their 
Ex since 1921 had been the provision of 
1,600 houses, at a cost to the taxpayer of 
£2,050,000. That was the past policy, and 
the future policy would be the provision of 
another 21,000 houses, at less cost to the tax- 
ayer and at less cost in the building of 
ouses. 

Mr. LEMASS—Why was a bill introduced 
last year to wind up the housing policy? 

DEBATE’S UNSUSPECTED VALUE. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that it wound up a 
section of the policy in regard to grants, just 
as the present bill would wind up a section 
of the policy in the giving of grants. 
It was the continuance of the pro- 
gressive policy, which would be more 
equitable to the ratepayers and taxpayers. 
They were getting fom one another in a 
practical way an appreciation of the MS 
problem, and much closer to an understand. 
ing as to how it should be tackled than the 
speeches would lead one to believe. 

Dealing with the cost of a scheme for flats 
in Dublin, he said that one scheme of forty 
flats cost £21,000, or £200 per room, Deputy 
O'Kelly had stated that Dublin was shame- 
fully neglected in the matter of building. 
Since 1922, however, the total amount ip 
grants made in Dublin was £800,000. That 
did not look as if Dublin was shamefully 
neglected. So far as Dublin was concerned, 
houses were being built at a greater speed 
than before. The Commissioners had gone 
ahead building houses at the greatest possible 


speed. 

vOut of 2,897 houses built in Dublin 2,145 
were five-roomed houses; while of the 10,717 
houses built up to the 1928 Act in the 
Saorstat 7,706 were built in rural areas, so 
that the rural population had nothing to 
complain of, 

The second reading of the bill was agreed 
to, and the Committee stage was fixed for 
April 10. 


FACILITATING FORD'S 
CORK FACTORY. 


BILL WELCOMED BY WHOLE 


HOUSE. 


President COSGRAVE moved the second 
reading oí the Finance (Customs and Stamp 
Duties) Bill, 1929, which he explained was a 
bill to charge and im duties of Custom, 
to inerease the rate oí the Customs duty on 
certain classes oí personal clothing and wear- 


motor car duty and from certain stain, 
duties, and to make other provisions in con- 
nection with finance. | 

The second part of the bill, he continued, 
dealt with the admission of tractor parts 
into the country. The number of tractors 
purchased in the country was between 100 
and 120 a year. It was not likely that any 
tractors would be imported in future. This 
particular relief of duty would facilitate the 
manufacturers of tractors who were about to 
undertake that work on a very large scale 
at one factory in this country. | 

The bill also provided to exempt the Agri- 
cultural Credit Corporation from certain 
stamp duties. The loss of revenue involved 
would be some hundreds of pounds, but 
would greatly facilitate the Corporation. . 

Mr. LEMASS said that the Fianna Fail 
Party was in complete agreement with the 
proposal to remit the dyties on motor tractor 
parts fur the Cork factory. They were 
anxious to develop that industry, as they 
were anxioys to develop an export trade 
that would be of benefit to the people. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Borough) 
congratulated the President on hig foresight 
in giving relief for the imported tractor 
parts. Already there were about two 
thousand people employed in the Cork 
factory, and every week large quantities of 
machinery were landed in Cork for the 
factory. The Ford factery in Cork was 
paying good wages, and its workers were 
contented. 

POSSIBLE DEVELOPMENTS. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Borough) said 
that the total amount of actual taxation of 
which the clause would relieve Messrs. Ford 
would not be more than £1,000 ; but the 
amount of trouble and administrative expense 
of which the firm might be relieved under 
the clause, if at were liberally interpreted, 
might be very great. He hoped to see 
three thousand men employed in Ford’s very 
socn, and he did not look upon that as a end 
but, rather as a beginning. He looked forwar 
to five thousand men being employed by 
Henry Ford in Cork. These possibilities 
might easily be increased if relief were Fa 
to the firm in regard to the taxation of the 
25 horse-power car made by the firm, and not 
imported into Europe because of the high 
taxation. i 

President COSGRAVE said that the inten- 
tion behind Section ó of the bill was to re- 
move al] difficulties which were affecting the 
great Ford industry in Cork. Deputies Flinn 
and Anthony were quite right when they said 
tnat this was a great industry, and he be- 
lieved that it was a great satisfaction to 
everyone that such an industry existed in the 
Southern capital. He believed that the firm 
were well satistied with the workmen and 
their capabilities, and it was the Govern- 
ment’s desire that this factory should grow 
and increase. These two particular factories 
-~Messrs. Ford’s, in Cork, and the two they 
had in Dublin, Messrs. Guinness and Jacob's 
—were of the most satisfactory type. 

In considering industry and manufacture 
the real advantage to the country was in the 
export trade, and he hoped that 
the number of tracters in use iW 
this country would be incregsed, as tractors 
were a very impoftant means of transport, 
The intention, as he had said, was to facili- 
tate the Ford factory in Cork. 

The remaining stages of the bill were 
agreed to without further discussion. 


PENSIONS BILL. 


President COSGRAVE moved the money 
resolution for the Superannuation and 
Pensions Bill, 1929, which makes provision 
for allowances and pensions for members of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary who resigned or 
were dismissed because of their political 
sympathies and for pensions for the widows 
of others. The amount involved in the 
former case was £2,500 a year, and the 
amount for pensions for widews would be 
£450 a year. . 

‘The bill passed through Committee, the 
Report stage being fixed for April 10th, 


CONSTITUTION CHANGES, 

The Constitution (Amendment No, 14) Bill 
passed the Committee, Report, and final 
stages. The bill seeks to delete the pro- 
visions contained in the Constitution as to the 
introduction again in the same session of a 
bill initiated in and passed by the Senate 
and rejected by the Dail, and as to the re- 
consideration of such bil] by the Dail. 

President C RAVE moved the Com- 
mittee stage of the Constitution (Amend- 
ment No. 15) Bill. Provision for the amend- 
ment of the bill, he said, was made. The 
original propesal, which was limited by the 
amendment, was that three members of the 
Executive at least should be members of the 
Dail. The amendment p that the Presi- 
dent. Vice-President, the Minister in charge 
of the Finance Department, and the other 
members of the Executive Council shall be 
members of Dail Éireann, save that one 


such member may be a member of Seanad

Mr. LEMASS said that even with the 
amendment his party could not support the 
bill. There was obviously something behind 
the bill, and he thought that the President 
should let them know what particular 
Senator was referred to. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Lab., Mayo, 8.) said 
that the amendment was outside the principle 
of the bill. He would like to hear the 
reason for this change or the advantage that 
it would be to the State. 

On a division the amendment was carried 
by 72 votes to 45. 

The committee stage of the bill was passed 
without a division. 

The report stage of the bill was taken 
immediately afterwards, and was passed by 
66 votes to 50 

The final stage of the bill was agreed to. 

Constitution (Amendment No. 16) Bill, 
which provides for extending the period 
within which amendments to the’ Constitu- 
tion may be made by the Oireachtas without 
refcrence to a referendum, passed through 
its final stages without a division. 

Constitution Amendment Bill, No. 11, 
which provides for the filling of a vacancy 
in the Senate by the joint vote of members 
of the Dail and Senate, passed its final stage 
by 63 votes to 49.

LIMITING THE POWER OF 


MINISTERS. 


On the report stage of the Industrial and 
Commercial Am gi (Protection) (Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1929, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, submitted two amendments 
designed to meet certain objections raised in 
the Committee stage of the bill. 

The Minister said that the changes pro- 
posed by these amendments were all that he 
could offer to meet the points made when 
Section 6 was previously discussed. ‘The 
Minister would now have power to: work a 
patent commercially. He still retained for 
the Minister power to form a company to 
work such patent commercially. 

The second amendment provided that the 
Minister must lay a report bringing to the 
notice of the House every year anything that 
he had done in regard to .selling, leasing 
or granting a licence, or the formation of a 
compahy to work an invention. He wished 
to state that he did not consider it expedient 
in the public interest to lay a report with 
regard to what had been done alraady with 
regard to a particular invention, which had 
been somewhat vaguely discussed. 

There was one other point to be noted. 
The selling, leasing or granting of a licence 
was subject to the Minister for Finance; so 
that there would have to be two peculiarly- 
minded or corrupt Ministers to do any of 
the. things which had been spoken of as 
possible, and they would have to bring a 
report of their irresgonsible or peculiar act 
to the House before the lst of April each 
ear. 

If these two amendments were accepted, 
they would pretty well guarantee all the 
matters that had been mentioned, In any 
matter in which expenditure was incurred the 
Public Accounts Committee would investigate 
the transaction. 


OPPOSITION APPROVAL. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dubliu 8.) said that 
they had discussed the amendments with the 
Minister, and there seemed to be a fair means 
of meeting the objections that had been 
raised to the wide powers originally given to 
the Minister in the bill. His party would be 
inclined to allow this procedure to go through 
for the purpose of seeing how it would work. 
The only thing he woudl like to say was that 
where the Minister did not consider it ex- 
pedient to give information, he should state 
in any paper laid before the House that 
certain information was withheld. 

The amendments were passed. 

An amendment by the Minister to Section 
10 was also passed, providing that the 
Governor-General might, by order made on 
the advice of the Executive Council, exclude 
from the operation of the foregoing proviso all 
or any class or classes of works the authors 
of which were, at the date of the making of 
such works, citizens of any country not a 
party to the International. Union, which the 
Governor-General, on the advice aforesaid, 
should think fit to specify in such order. 

The report stage of the bill passed, and 
the final stage will be taken to-day. ' 

The Dail adjourned until 10.30 a.m, to-day.

_ SUMMING UP. 

In summing up, the Judge said that the 
theory that the cow killed the girl should 
be left out of the case altogether. That 
was the verdict of the Coroner’s jury, aud 
that was the suggestion made by the prisoner 
to Ellen Carroll when she came to the 
prisoner’s house that night, after the body 
had been discovered. No evidence had been 
given in support of that theory. 

lf they wer satisfied that the cow had 
nothing to do with the girl’s death, then 
they must come to the conclusion that a 
murder of a most atrocious character had 
taken place. 

The jury must assume, at any rate, that 
the police were actuated by proper motives, 
and that they did their best, however over- 
zealous they might have been.

ONLY ONE HOPE FOR 
THE FARMER. 
FOUR YEARS’ “STERILISING 
NONSENSE,” 


PLAIN SPEAKING BY 
MR. HOGAN,

Mr. T. WESTROPP BENNETT presided 
at the meeting of the Free State Senate 
yesterday. 

On the Committee stage of the Central 
Fund Bill, 

Mr. R. WILSON raised the question of 
de-rating agricultural land as was being done 
in England. If something was not done in 
that respect the Free State farmers could 
not compete with the farmers of Northern 
Ireland and Se in the marketing oí 
their produce. Why, he asked, should the 
farmer be obliged to pay for the maintenance 
of roads which he could not drive his horse 
and cart on, and whicn were mainly used 
by motorists? ‘Then, again, why should the 
care of the poor and the insane poor be cast 
upon the agricultural community? These 
charges ought to be made State charges. 
These were some of the reasons why de- 
rating should be seriously considered. He 
suggested that the requisite money could be 
found by putting a tax upon petrol, by which 
a sum of £300, could be raised to enable 
the rates on agricultural land to be reduced. 

Mr. COUNIHAN appealed to the Minister 
for Finance to reduce the porterage charge 
on telegrams in the rural areas from the 
present charge of sixpence per mile to three 
pence per mile. As the postal deliveries were 
to be curtailed business people would have 
recourse to the telegraph, and therefore the 
porterage ought, in justice, to be reduced. 

Colonel MOORE advocated the retention 
in the. Free State of the land annuities which 
were being sent to England, and which, he 
said, the Free State did not owe to England. 

“ A NATIONAL RESPONSIBILITY.” 

Mr. JOHNSON said that he was entirely 
in favour of reducing expenditure to what 
was wise and necessary; but if men like the 
auxiliary postmen were thrown out of em- 
ployment through no fault of their own some 
alternative means of living ought to be pro- 
vided for them so that they might not be 
thrown ua the national fund. There had 
been a refusal to accept responsibility, which 
was a national responsibility, for securing to 
men the means whereby they could earn a 
livelihood. He wanted to see some scheme 
of united rationalisation entered upon by 
national authority, with initiative and power 
Le provide remunerative occupation for 
persons out of employment, as had been 
done in England for the disemployed miners. 

For the twenty-eight years it had been in 
existence the Department of Agriculture had 
been engaged in the work of improving 
education and securing better organisation 
in agriculture. The present Ministry had 
made no drastic change in the policy of the 
old Department. mething more than 
educational propaganda, something more in 
the way of positive stimulus was needed to 
get the results that they all desired. 

Unless there was a very swilt and radical 
change in their economic conditions it would 
not be possible to maintain three millions 
of a — in this country. He thought 
that sufficient had not been done in the direc- 
tion of protective tariffs as a means to stimu- 
late industrial activity. There should be 
a continuous inquiry by an authoritative 
body with powers of close examination, and 
to initiate proposals of its own as to the best 
methods o JM with the development 
of industrial and agricultural production in 
the ccuntry. i 

“ ABSTRACT THEORIES.” 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that Senator 
Johnson was preaching the abstract doctrines 
of the synthetic State as based on Kar! 
Marx, with a dash of George Bernard Shaw 
and Sidney Webb, whipped together with a 
touch of Mussolini. No doubt if they 
treated people little cattle and disciplined 
them like soldiers and used them as they 
wished they would enormously increase pro- 
duction. Surely far more valuable than the 
synthetic State was the liberty of the 
subject. He would far rather go backwards 
than that they should lose their freedom, 

He challenged Senator Johnson to say 
where Socialism, except for a short period, 
had ever produced any valuable results. 
There must be something in the old time- 
honoured, traditional methods of letting enter- 
prise operate as seemed best, and letting 
capital develop as seemed opportune. They 
ought to think twice before they embarked 
on a system which. so far as they knew, had 
never justified itself. ° 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that Senator John- 
son’s was neither a Red speech nor a Com- 
munistic speech. This country, from the in- 
dustria] point of view, was a new country, 
and the few people who had money had not 
sufficient confidence in the stability of the 
State and the ability of the people to make 
the most of their opportunities of investment. 
The State should give young institutions a 
helping hand along the road. They had got 
to have a certain amount of benevolent 
coercion that could not be said to be tyranny. 

“THE FUNCTION OF THE STATE.” 

Mr. MILROY said that he was not con- 
vinced that the function of the State was to 
provide work. The function of the State was 
to create conditions where the energies of the 
individual should get opportunities to deveiop 
rather than that it should immediately direct 
and control them. 

If tarifis were imposed on imports te a 
larger extent than at present, they would 
have the effect of keeping here at home from 
10,000 to 15,000 men and women who might 
have to emigrate. He advocated some form 
of development which would absorb the 
nation’s own people. 

Mr. J. C. DOWDALL cuggested to the 
Minister the advisability of some form of co- 
operation by which the output of creameries 
and other industries have the benefit of 
more reasonable rates for transport across 
Channel than existed at present. He 
observed from the published accounts of, a 
certain association that the freight costs ex- 
ceeded ali the other costs and expenses 
connected with the business. 

Mr. W. BARRINGTON said that the 
Senate would be doing well if they sent back 
the bill, eo that it might be amended by a 
provision recommending that the posta! 
facilities should not be interfered with in the 
rural areas. He felt sure that curtailment 
of the existing postal services would inflict 
injury upon a large number of people who 
were engaged in the poultry and egg trade. 

On the suggestion of Mr. FORAN, that 
such a recommendation as Senator Barring- 
ton suggested should be attached to the 
Senate’s approval of the bill, 

The CHAJRMAN ruled that, although the 
Senate approved, such a recommendation 
would be out of order. 

Dr. GOGARTY urged that the Govern- 
ment should place pillar-boxes at cross-roads, 
us was done in Canada, from which people in 
the country could obtain their letters and 
send their correspondence. 

ONLY ONE HOPE FOR THE FARMER. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, in 
closing the debate, said that the European 
War and the revolutionary doctrines preached 
between 1922 and 1926 had demoralised the 
farmers of the country. During the’ latter 
period the whole spirit of the farming com- 
munity was against work. He did not know 
any country in the world that enjoyed so 
Many community services as this. To his 
mind, there was only one hope for the 
farmer, and that was to start and do some- 
thing for himself. Whatever might be said 
of the farmer endeavouring to impede the 
British Government in this country, he 
denied his right to obstruct the Irish Govern. 
ment. For years the farmer had been fed 
upon poigonous§ sterilising nonsense, and 
with such a doctrine being preached he was 
not going to do any work. ! 

No State action, said the Minister, could 
take the place of au energetic, independent, 
hard-working community, and during the past 
five vears virtually all the influences had been 
directed towards exactly the opposite. Farmers 
had been taught to indulge—first, in a policy 
of repudiation; and, secondly, dependency 


to leave it to the other taxpayers. 

What was really wantéd was to get back to 
the view that the taxpayer had been pretty 
generous to the individual, and that it was 
now time for the individual to help hiniself 
more effectively than he had been doing in 
the past. 

e final stage of the bill was passed.

The Churches’ Voice. 


Churches and churchmen hold different 
views on the ethics of gambling. Four 
clergymen, representing three Churches, 
gave evidence yesterday before the Free 
State Betting Committee. According to 
the Reverend J. J. Flood, Administrator 
of Dublin’s most populous parish, the 
Roman Catho¥e Church - decides the 
morality of gambling by its attendant 
circumstances, Ifa man cares occasionally, 
and can afford, to stake a moderate sum 
on a fair bet, he is ‘perfectly entitled to 
take the risk’’; but the reckless and 
selfish gambling which invites dishonesty 
or makes innocent victims is immoral, The 
Presbyterian Church puts all forms ol 
gambling under an unqualified ban. The 
Church of Ireland, so far as we know, 
leaves the question to her members’ 
consciences, and her two representatives 
yesterday seemed to take the Presbyterian 
view. Upon one point, however, all these 
Churches are in full agreement: the Free 
State Betting Act of 1926 is working 


grievous harm—is, indeed, a moral, social 


and economic menace to the nation. Under 
the Act betting is legalised and is con- 
ducted through the agency of hundreds of 
small shops, which are open throughout 
the day—mostly in the meaner streets oi 
Dublin, the other cities and the larger 
towns. Bets, from sixpence upwards, may 
be made on all horse-races in these 
islands; and the shops Will do business 


‘Northern Government. Unhder the Govern- 


elections in Northern Ireland will be held 


on or 'aboút the 15th May. The. general 
elections in England will take place on 
May 29th : thus the composition of the new 
Government in Northern Ireland will be 
known before the English electors go to 
the polls. The? forthcoming elections in 
the six counties will be.of particular 
interest, inasmuch as they will be fought 
on the new register and will be the first 
elections ‘to the single-member  con- 
stituencies which have been formed by the 


ment of Ireland Act. of 1920 the propor- 
tional representation system was made 
obligatory for a number of years; but the 
statutory period now is over, and the 
Belfast. Government has taken advantage 
of its right to revert to the old system of 
single-member constituencies. This change 
has been opposed vigorously by the 
Nationalist minority. Mr. Joseph Devlin 
and his followers: assert that Viscount 
Craigavon’s Government has _ indulged 
in an orgy of “ gerrymandering.’’ 
At the last general election, in 1925, 
the Nationalists and Republicans re- 
turned only twelve candidates, although 
on a population basis they were en- 
titled to at least seventeen. Now that 
proportional representation has been 
abolished, the minority, it seems, cannot 
hope for even twelve seats, In the case 
of County Antrim, which, under the old 
system, returned one Nationalist out of 
seven members, the abolition of propor- 
tional representation will deprive even 
that one Nationalist of his seat, and the 
county will be represented exclusively Ly 
Unionists. 

Throughout the six counties to-day there 
is much discontent with the present 
régime. Different groups are opposed to 
the Government on different grounds. One 
section, for instance, declares that the 
educational policy of the Government is en- 
tirely wrong, and another protests against 
the Government s attitude towards unem- 
ployment. It may be that the most serious 
opposition to the Government will come 
from those who are aggrieved by its educa- 
tional policy. The Marquis of London- 
derry, when Minister for Education in 
the six counties, introduced a bill which 
has incurred the criticism of all parties. 
Educational experts admit that it is an 
excellent bill; but in Northern Ireland 
due regard must be paid to religious sus- 
ceptibilities, and. the fact that the bill is 
purely a secular measure has driven all 
the Churches into something like revolt. 
Furthermore, a large proportion of the 
Unionist population takes the view that 
the Government has not gone sufficiently 
far in its campaign against the licensed 
trade. Although Lord Craigavon holds 
that the limit of restrictions has been 
reached, many reformers would like to see 
the introduction into Northern Ireland of 
prohibition laws which would be at least 
as strong as the Volstead Law in the 
United States. 

As matters stand at present, ther: 
seems to be little doubt that Lord Craig- 
avon’s Governinent will “be returned in 
May, although its already slender 
majority may be reduced. During the last 
week official Unionism.has received an un- 
pleasant shock. Queen’s University, which 
hitherto has been a stronghold of the 
Government, rejected Mr. J. H. Robb, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
for Education, and chose four candidates 
for the . forthcoming clections, who, 
although they are ; Unionists, be 
trusted to maintain an independent atti- 
tude on most matters of importance. Mr. 
Robb’s- rejection indicates an incipient 
revolt against. Lord Craigavon and his 
colleagues. Of course, the Government 
Party will -insist that its defeat at the 
general election would involve the absorp- 
tion of Northern Ireland into the Free 
State, but no intelligent Ulsterman is 
likely to be impressed by this argument. 
The persons who are opposed most strongly 
fo the Craigavon régime are just as loyal 
to the British connection as is Lord Craig- 
avon himself. They are Unionists, who are 
determined to make the hest of the Ulster 
Parliament, but they object to the ‘reten- 
tion of power by an oligarchy. For that

How highly scientific the breed- 
ing of poultry and. the production of eggs 
have become Dr. Brown’s work strikingly 
demonstrates, and we wish that Irish 
farmers generally would realise that in 
the adoption of the. methods which such 
experts recommend lies a sure way to 
the enlargement of every agricultural 
region’s revenue. ' 
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Professors on Trial. 

In Soviet Russia a.professor’s lot is not 
an ,easy one. According to the Riga 
Correspondent of The Times, all professors 
who have beeri employed since before the 
revolution, and all professors over sixty- 
five years of age, will be subjected shortly 
to a public ‘examination. ' Every professor 
who fails to demonstrate that he -com- 
mands the approval of loyal Soviet 
citizens will be dismissed. ‘‘ The 
tribunals will ‘consist: of general meetings 
of the students, to which every. professor 
must render a detailed report of his 
scientific and public. work during the last 
ten years. He must defend himself from 
the platform against attacks by the 
students and complaints of the Govern- 
ment, giving reasons why he considers 
himself entitled to continue to be employed 
in Soviet higher educational establish- 
ments.’’ He will be re-elected to his post, 
or dismissed, on a show of hands. Many 
dismissals are expected, it is said, in 
Leningrad, Moscow and the Ukraine. The 
scheme. recalls that enactment of the 
“ Parliament of Clan Thomas’”’ in Irish 
satire, that masters should be bound and 
that servants should give orders. It might 
be thought that, in education at least, 
the revolutionary spirit would respect the 
principle of authority. How will the pro- 
fessors who survive the test of popularity 
contrive hereafter to hold their posts! 
“ Masters,” they may say, as they address 
their classes, ‘‘ common are to either. sex 
artifec and opifec—provided that the 
majority of you are agreeable to the con- 
tinued observance of this ancient rule.” 


CULWICK. CHORAL 
SOCIETY. 


CONCERT IN DUBLIN. 

The Culwick Choral Society gave its second 
concert of the season at the Metropolitan 
Hall, Dublin, last night. Vocal solos by Miss 
Rella Baillie (soprano) and Mr. Robert Irwin 
(paritone) were included in the programme, 
and the choir added part songs of Parry, 
Kigar and Armstrong Gibbs to the mere 
weighty choral matter of the first part of the 
programme, which, limited to sacred music, 
contained the Sanctus from Bach’s B minor 
Mass and three choruses from ‘* The Coming 
of Christ,” by Gustav Holst. 

These last-mentioned*choruses are taken, I 
assume, from the Nativity Play by Mr. John 
Masefield, with music by Mr. Holst, which 
was produced in Canterbury Cathedral, and 
hailed at the time as a remarkable work. The 
play, as a whole, it was understood, was to 
remain the private possession of Canterbury, 
and I believe that only the choruses have been 
published. These’ choruses themselves 
must be considered as compositions 
written not for general use ~ but 
for the special conditions of the play and of 
its performance on ‘the: steps in the 
cathedral. Mr. Holst ‘studied specially the 
requirements of that production. He used, 
therefore, only the broadest choral effects, 
and eschewed subtleties. ' These broad effects 
were much to the liking of the choir last 
night, and the men of the choir almost forgot 
that the swinging unisons should not. be 
shouted. With pianoforte and American 
organ accompaniment, the choruses sounded 
well, and it was interesting to get to know 
even this small portion of Mr. Masefield’s. 
as of Mr. Holst’s,: detailed work im the 
creation of a uew mystery play. Solo passages 
connected with the third of the choruses were 
sung by Miss Florence Mills Forsyth and Mr. 
R. 5. McCullagh, 

‘The cnoryses were preceded by one of 
Parry’s motets, “My Soul, there is a 
Country,” and by Mr. Robert Irwin's sing- 
ing of an old carol set by James Lyon and 
Stanford’s setting of ‘l'ennyson’s words, 
“Strong Son of God.” Mr. Irwin’s con- 
trolled tone in the carol was specially 
pleasant. 

A second section of the programme com- 
prised excerpts from sacred music works by 
Bach. Here we had some beautiful singing 
by Miss Bella Baillie, a soprano who has 


| won high praise in oratorio and concert work 


in England lately. She sang, with pure, free 
tone, with exquisite phrasing made possible 
by skilful breath control, and with touching 
expression, the two airs from the . ‘‘.St. 
John” Passion—“ Dissolve, 0, my heart,” 
and “TI follow Thee.’’ Miss Dorothy Stokes 
did what she could with the pianoforts 
accompaniment, but I fear that those in the 
audience who did not know the proper form 
vf the music can hardly have enjoyed the 
airs, jor they are utterly misrepresented when 
sung to  planoforte accompaniment. In 
Baeh’s design the voice is only one of 
several strands of tone, and the vocal part 
3 met “intended . alwavs - to prevail.

The death of Marshal Foch made a 
profound impression on Londoners to-day 
and the desire was.expressed in many 
quarters that there should be an officja 
Memorial Service in London on the day or 
his funeral. It is. understood that the 
King will be represented by Prince Geopue 
at the funeral in Paris, while Field. 
Marshal Lord Plumer and Sir Geors 
Milne, Chief of the Imperial Gene,,) 
Staff, will represent the British Army. 
It is expected that some other of tj, 
Field-Marshals, including Lord Allen 
and Sir Claude Jacob, may go to Paris 
for the funeral of their colleague, ang 
there will be a detachment from ti, 
Brigade of Guards, under the command of 
a field officer, with officers and fifty mop 
and a band. Lord Wester Wemyss will 
represent the Navy, and Air Chief. 
Marshal Sir Hugh Trenchard will go as 
the representative of the Royal Air Force, 
It is expected that the funeral will n 
take place’ for some days—possibly on 
Tuesday next. 


The General Election. 


The most notable feature about the 
question hour in the House of Commons 
to-day was the frank announcement by 
Sir William Joynson-Hicks that the 
general election will take place on May 
30th. In answer to a question he had 
stated that the Government had prepared 
a memorandum on the whole of the 
licensing question for the Cabinet, and 
when the Government came back to power 
it would consider the whole position. A 
Socialist thereupon asked the Home 
Secretary when he expected that tobe, and 
received the answer May 20th. of 
year. There is some criticism as to the 
choice of May 30th. One complaint is 
that the holidays will interfere with 
voters attending political meetings 
taking any part in politics during tlie 
week before the election. In the City of 
London there is a complaint that May 
30th is a settlement day, and that 
members of the Stock Exchange will he 
busy clearing up their accounts. This 
will be more especially the case, as the 
day, owing to the holidays, will mark the 
close uf a three weeks’ account instead of 
a normal fourteen days’ arrangement. On 
the Stock Exchange it is suggested that 
May 23rd would be a more convenient 
date for the election. 


Sunday Politics. 


There is much sympathy in al! parties 
with the plea of Sir Ellis Hume 
Williams, M.P., for a truce on Sundays 
during the elections period, altlough it is 
recognised that, if one party lelds meet- 
ings, it is dificult for ot he rs to abstain. 
The situation is complicated by the fact 
that, in addition to straightforward 
political meetings, there are a number of 
functions such as pleasant Sunday after- 
noon catherings, brotherbood meetings, 
ete., which often are used for thinly dis- 
guised propaganda and frequently are 
addressed by political candidates. The 
Labour Party 3s the principal! offender in 
this respect, and it causes no little ill- 
feeling at some of the places of worship 
in which these meetings are held. 


A Liberal Victory. 


The result of the Eddisbury election 
was regarded to-day by the Liberals as 
one of their greatest triumphs, since ther 
consider that it presages a return of the 
party to its former power and influence— 
if not quite in the immediate future, at 
some not very distant date. The Libera! 
gain is due, probably, to Mr. Lloyd 
George’s unemployment scheme; for a 
Conservative majority of 1,669 has been 
turned into a Liberal majority of 1.292, 
and this in a division wirich: has heen 
consistently. Conservative for forty vears. 
Apathy also helped... the wLiberais 
materially. On the Stock Exchange 
majorities’ market to-day the Censerva 
tive stock fell a point, while the Liberal 
stock was marked up a point at 84-3 
the highest price for Liberal stock ret 
touched.

The History of the Hen. 


There are published to-day two vast 
volumes entitled ‘Poultry Breeding and 
Production,” by Dr. Edward Brown,. 
President. of the World’s Poultry Con- 
gresses in 1921, 1924 and 1927. Evidently, 
the humble hen is coming into her own in 
the world of letters. On the average Irish 
farm the hen is the most neglected 
creature. She pays the housewile’s 
shopping bills, but so little gratitude goes 
to her that she is left almost to fend for 
herself. She is ill-housed and is fed 
without discrimination. Dr. Brown's 
volumes, beside containing exhaustive 
chapters on breeding, housing, feeding 
anl general care, tell something of the 
history of the poultry species. Maps 
trace the migrations of breeds. Poultry 
breeds that had come from Asia to Russia 
in the thirteenth century moved west- 


centuries before the Christian era Persian 
breeds were cultivated by the Phenicians, 
and these extended to Greece, Italy and 
Spain in pre Christian days. Both by 
the long sea route—in Pheenician 
galleys—and by the short sea route from 
Gaul, stocks from Italy entered Britain 
pome two thousand years ago, thence to 
find their way in modern times to the 
In. fécent times the value of 
poultry to man has increased greatly;

POST OFFICE AS A SOCIAL SERVICE 


MR. HEFFERNAN ON THE WITHDRAWAL 


OF THE PROPOSED RESTRICTIONS, 


Mr. M. 1:. Heffernan, T.D., Parlia- | 
mentary Secretary to the Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs,. stated last night 
that it has bee. decided that the proposed 
scheme of economy in the Post Office 
Department, whereby the rural postal 
deliveries were to be considerably reduced, 
is not to be carried into effect. 

Mr. Heffernan pointed out tbat, in 
defending the scheme, he had always 
stated that his support to it had been 
given’ because it formed part of a general 
plan of Government economy and retrench- 
ment found necessary because of the 
Budgetary position, and in order to 
obviate, as far as possible, the unpleasant 
necessity for imposing further taxation. 


INCREASE IN TAXATION? 

Questioned as to whether the fact of 
the abandonment of the scheme for re- 
trenchment in rural services would make 
it necessary to impose further taxation, 
he said that of course it would not be 
possible for him to make any statement 
on that matter, as naturally it was a 
question for the Minister for Finance. 
Tor his part Mr. Heffernan said that he 
felt it was. his duty, when asked to do so 
in his department, to do al) in his power 
to make the greatest possible contribution 
towards reductions in expenditure. 

He went on to say that the main reason 
why the Government had been obliged to 
recede from the attitude which it had 
taken was. poiitical pressure brought to 
bear upon it by the members of the 
Cumann na: nGaedheal Party, the 
Farmers’ Union Congress, and the yem- 
bers of the Independent group. Frankly, 
Mr. Heffernan said, it is a concession to 
politica] pressure. 


THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE. 


Questioned as to whether he personally 
agreed that this concession was justified, 
Mr. Heffernan said that undoubtedly the 
Government could not go faster than the 
people wished them to, and it hac. become 
clearly manifest that the majority of the 
people in the country districts strongly 
opposed the economies suggested in the 
rural, services of the. Post Office. 

It was also a manifestation of the real 
difficulties which had to be faced at this 
stage in. order to cary eccnomies in 
Government expenditure into effect. It 
was pretty certain by this time that 
almost any considerable reduction in ex- 
penditure could only be brought about 
by the reduction or cutting of MEAS 
services. Almost everybody was prepa 
to economise in theory, but when con- 
fronted with the necessity for giving sup- 
port to an economy which directly affected 
him, or the class to which Le belonged, 
it would be found that the stronyest 
possible opposition would be put up 
against each economy. 


A SUBSIDISED SERVICE. - 

Questioned as to whether he believed 
that,’ apart from the political ‘expediency 
of the situation, he was of the opinion 
that: the reductions were justified, Mr. 
Heffernan said it was largely a matter of 
the point of view from which one viewed

If the Post Office services were to be re- 
garded as self-supporting, and that their

The housing policy. of ‘the Government 
was severely criticised by Fianna Fail and 
Labour deputies yesterday when the Dail 
resumed the. debate on the second stage 
of the Housing Bill, which sets apart a 
sum of £200,000 for housing purposes. 
The criticism was couched in strong terms, 
but by no-stretch of the imagination could 
it be described as constructive criticism. 

That: it is:the duty of the Government 


to provide larger sums for housing purposes | 


was the burden of most of the speeches, 
which dragged on for four weary hours. 
Most speakers. failed to indicate where 
the money was to come from, although 
the Opposition leader did suggest a loan. 

It was Mr. Briscoe (Fianna Fail) who 
resumed the debate in a sincere, if in- 
effective, speech. He complained that the 
bill did not provide any continuity of 
employment for building operatives, and 
urged the Government to consider the-use 
of the combined purchasing schemes for 
the provision of materials for builders at 
competitive prices. “And why not;” he 
asked, “give a grant of materials to those 
building. houses instead of a money 
grant ?”’ 


WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 


Mr. Mongan, a Government deputy 
from Galway, who always speaks in 
vigorous Irish, told the House that the 
bill was a step in the right direction ; 
but Mr, Dayin (Labour) took a different 
view 

“The public have a right to know,” he 
declared, “who is responsible for the 
failure to reach agreement during the con- 
ference between the master builders and 
the building trade operatives on the ques- 


tion of building costs.” He suggested that | 


all the correspondence on the subject 
should be published. 

After a little passage-at-arms between 
Mr, Davin: and Mr. John Good (Inde- 
pendent), Mr. de Valera made his contri- 
bution to the debate. He quoted official 
figures to show that in» Dublin 78,934 
people are living in single rooms, and 
added that the good work done in the 
schools by educationists was nullified by 
the deplorable housing conditions in which 
go many of the children had to live. He 
thought that two things must be done if 
progress in housing was to be made— 
building costs must be reduced, and long- 
term loans must be provided for housing. 


HIGH BUILDING COSTS. 

That bad housing is one of the factors 
of social revolution was the view of Mr. 
Mullins (Fianna Fail), while Mr. Everett 
(Labour) averred that thousands of pounds 
were being spent in the treatment of tuber- 
culosis, and when the sufferers came back 
to their hovels of homes the conditions 
were all against a permanent cure. 

Building costs can only be brought down 
by reducing the prices of materials: or 
wages, said Mr. B. O'Connor (Govern- 
ment), who argued that wages were three 
times higher and materials twice as dear 
as in pre-war days. Mr, Coburn (National! 
League) wanted the: Government to erect 
brickworks with a view to reducing build- 
ing costs. 


THE: BABY. ELEPHANT.

CEREMONY. 


GENERAL REJOICING. 


From. Revurer’s Spectar. Conresvonnext 
OSLO, Thursday. 

The Crown Prince Olav of Norway and 
Princess Martha of Sweden were wedded, 
‘with picturesque, yet simple, ceremunial, 
at the Church of St. Saviour here to-day. 
he ehurch. bells of 
Norway chimed with joy. Crowds thronged 
the streets of. Oslo, and their’ voices 


blended with the silver and voices. of the 


bells in cheerful greeting of the happy 
bride and bridegroom as they passed upon 
‘their way to church, and then; as man and 
wile, drive homeward to the Palace. 

Dawn found the people gathering along 
the route between the Palace and the: 
church, and. soon the city streets were 
thronged ; 12.35 was the wedding hour. 
By eleven o'clock some 1,500 guests 
were. in the _church. Tho creat 
majority wore simple, every-day dress, 
but here and there =Norwegian 
officers in uniform and members of the 
Diplomatic Worps gave colour to the 
‘scene, The British Minister, Sir Francis 
Linley, was among the Diplomatic Corps. 
The peasant head-dresses worn by the 
wives of deputies were very picturesque. 


ARRIVAL AT THE CHURCH. 

Officcr-ushers, at 11.30 a.m., lined up 
to receive the chief participants in the 
ceremony. .First came: Prince Olav, in 
the uniform of a Norwegian Lieutenant, 
and ‘with lrim was the Duke of York, as 
best: man, wearing the uniform of a Com- 
mander in the Royal Navy and the Order 
of the Bath. The assembled cuests rose 
as they entered and remained standing 
until. they had seated themselves in chairs 
placed at right angles to the altar. A 
few minutes more and King Haakon, 
with the bride’s mother, Princess Inge- 
borg, arrived, and were followed by Queen 
Maud and the Crown Prince of Sweden. 
Then came Prince Valdemar of Denmark, 
with the Crown Princess of Sweden and 
Prince Eugen—a distinguished painter 
with the Duchess of. York, dressed in a 
‘light grey lace robe, with a cape of silver 
grey velvet and silver fox trimmings. 
Four Swedish and Danish Princes fol- 
lowed, all in uniform, accompanying 
ladies in full evening dress. King Haakon 
wore the uniform of a Norwegian General. 


THE CEREMONY. 

All had been seated a féw minutes when 
the choir’s note broke the silence with the 
opening strain of the song. “‘ Sverige’ 
(Sweden). ‘Two small pages, sons of Danish 
Princes, dressed im green velvet, walked up 
| the aisle, followed. by the bride, who was 
escorted by her father, in his Swedish 
military uniform, and by eight bitdesmaids— 
four of them Norwegian and four Swedish. 
They wore blue dresses and carried red roses. 

Princess Martha wore a dress of silver 
lame, trimmed with Brussels lace, and a 
crown of green myrtle, with tiny orange 
blossoms. The Princess and her father took 
their seats on two chairs in front of all the 
other chairs, while the choir sang wedding 
music, 

_ Then the Bishop of Oslo, Dr. Johan Lunde, 
in gold vestments, preached his sermon 
standing before the altar. The bride and 
! bridegroom. stood before him and listened 
with bowed heads, After: the sermon they 
knelt while the bishop read the Marriage 
Service. A hymn was sung, the bishop pro- 
nounced the couple man. and wife, and they 
rose and took their seats, whilé the congre- 
gation sang the Norwegian National Anthem. 


BACK TO THE PALACE. 

The Royal procession then wrs reformed 
and left the church. The Duke of York now 
accompanied the Crown Princess of Sweden, 
and the Crown Prince of Sweden escorted 
the Duchess of York. 

On reaching fhe church door Prince Olav 
and his wife.entered a closed State landau, 
with large windows, so that they could be 
seen by the enthusiastic crowds in the strects 
leading to the Palace. 

A Royal. double salute of twice 21 guns was 
fired from the old castle of Akershus, as with 
a cavalry escort the couple drove -to the 
Palace. A great roar of cheers greeted them 
along the route, and the crowd stood near 
the Palace till the Prince and Princess 
showed themselves upon the balcony. The 
people burst into the Norwegian and Swedish 
National Anthems, while Prince Olav and 
Princess Martha, accompanied by the King 
and Queen, waved their hands, and the 
Princess blew kisses. 

After luncheon the King and Queen, 
and the Royal guests, including the Duke 
and Duchess of York, drove with Prince Olav 
and Princess Martha to the railway station, 
whence they started for their honeymoon. 

The special train conveying the Prince and 
his bride did not stop at any station until 
it reached the frontier.

Protests have been raised in the rural 
districts of Soviet Russia owing te 
numerous cases of terrorisation of the 
peasants by Soviet emissaries to induce 
them to surrender grain. 

For instance, it is stated that in the 
Pokrovsk district emissaries, aided by 
the local Communist organisation, com- 
pelled forty-six peasants to march in pro 
cession round the neighbourhood, carry- 
ing black flags bearing the words: ‘* We 
are Chamberlain's friends.”’ 

A member of the Anti-God Society, it is 
added, compelled the marchers to vote for 
the closing of two village churches. 

Izvestia says ‘that the worst of these 
offences occurred when Soviet agents, with 
the knowledge of the local authorities 
and. police, organised groups of peasants 
into pillaging gangs, and made them drive 
about the countryside in wagons to steal 
grain, which was subsequently delivered 
to the Soviet collecting centres: against 
payment.

LORD WALSINGHAM., 


Lord Walsingham died at his residence, 
The Hassocks, Merton, Watton, Norfolk, yes- 
terday, aged eighty years 

Lord Walsingham was the seventh Baron. 
Before he succeeded to the title, in 1919, he 
was well known to the London public as a 
Metropolitan Police Magistrate, an office 
which he held from 1905 to 1919, as the 
Hon. John de Grey. In 1896 he had deen 
appointed Recorder of Sudbury. and a year 
later Recorder of King’s Lyin. At the time 
of his death he was Chairman of Quarter 
Sessions for East Suffolk and West Norfolk. 

Lord Walsingham was twice married, and 
he is survived by Lady Walsingham and a 
family—by his first marriage- of two sons 
and three daughters, He is succeeded in the 
title by his elder son, the Hon. George de 
Grey, D.8.0., who served ‘with distinction 
during the Great War. 


CANON JAMES WALTER FORDE. 


The death occurred on Wednesday of the 
Rev. Canon James Walter Forde, M.A., at 
his residence, Lislee Rectory, Courtmacsherry, 
Co, Cork, aged seventy-five years.

The 
King stood for a long time silent, and 
before leaving he described a wide gesture 
with his hand as if to bless his late 
comrade in arms.

THE STATE’S DUTY. 

Even when the eyil of betting did not go 
so far, i$ was plainly the duty of the State 
not only te protect its raf against the 
danger. Of social ruin, but also to inspire 
them with high civie ideals. ' Ideals were 
certainly not. fostered by the frequenting cf 
betting shops. In view of existing conditions 
it must unfortunately be presumed, he said, 
that the betting methods recently Jegalise:, 
instead of limiting the betting evil, 
had apparently had the effect rather. of 
extending and intensifying the betting craze 
The number of betting premises far: ex- 
ceeded the needs. (if. needs they might be 
called) of the population of their towns and 
eities. If it were contended by any con- 
siderable group that this was not ‘the case, 
and that more epportunity for betting should 
be given by increasing the number of exist- 
ing betting shops, it would be time for the 
Government to take the heroic step of 
abolishing all offices licensed for betting. 
This would be, indeed, an immense bless- 
ing, but it would involve such heroism on 
the part of the Oireachtas and the public 
that it was not to be expected. 


SOME USGGESTIONS. 


He submitted the following suggestions :— 

(1) All young people under 18 years should 
be forbidden by statute to enter betting 
offices, and bookmakers should be held re- 
sponsible for allowing children, even when 
accompanied by their parents, to remain in 
their b.tting offices. ! 

(2) ‘that tne number of licensed offices be 
considerably reduced, especially in the poorer 
and more congested areas. The multipli- 
cation of these offices in such areas supplies 
a constant and powerful inducement to 
betting, and renders proper supervision ex- 
tremely difficult. At the betting offices one

[It 
ought to be a point with every ex-officer to 
support functions of that sort to keep 
together that comradeship and fellowship. 
He appealed to all ex-officers to become mem- 
bers of the British Legion. 

Major Bryan Cooper said it was’ a great 
relief to get away, even for a few hours, 
from an atmosphere of politics.

INCREASE IN THE RESERVE, 

This week's Bank return shows that an 
increase of about £757.000 in the coin and 
bullion was accompanied by a contraction of 
£1,136,000 in the note circulation, with the 
result that the reserve is about £1,893,000 
higher at only a little under £59,000,000. 
The gold coin and bullion has been raised to 
about £152,443,000 ere is an increase of 
fully £3,000,000 in the Government securities 
and of £1,000,000 in th®eO@her securities, 
but these movements and the addition to the 
reserve in their effect upon the bankers’ 
balances were more than offset by an increase 
of approximately £7,500.000 in the public 
deposits. The private deposits consequently 
are £1,420,000 lower at £99.594.000. the hulk : # 
of the decrease being on bankers’ account. 
The proportion of reserve to liabilities is 1 
lower at 49} per cent.

It is recognised 
that the Government policy in regard to 
education and the administration of the 
Londonderry Act has received a severe 
blow by the result of the nominations of 
representatives for the Queen's Univer- 
sity, Mr. Robb, K.C,, the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Education. 
and one of the sitting members for the 
University, having failed to secure suffi- 
cient support at the meeting of the 
University Unionist Voters’ Association 
to entitle him to a place amongst the 
chosen four. Local optionists are also 
rejoicing that the Rev. Professor Corkey. 
a temperance stalwart, has been selected 
as one of the University representatives, 
and it is expectead that the nomination 
of Professor D. L. Savory will strengthen 
the demand for educational reform. The 
other two official candidates are Professor 
R. J. Johnstone, a sitting member. and 
Colonel A. B. Mitchell, the well-known 
Belfast surgeon, and it is not expected 
that there will be any opposition. 
Probably a seat will be found for Mr, 
Robb elsewhere, as he represents Lord 
Charlemont, the Minister of Education. 
in the Commons, the Minister himself 
being a Senator. 

It is stated that Myr. de Valera and 
Mr. Eamonn Donnelly, the only two 
Republican members, will not seek re- 
election for the Counties Down and 
Armagh. It is likely that their seats wil] 
be contested in the Nationalist interest, 
and, if captured, the Nationalist members 
would be increased to twelve. provided 
that there are no losses in other con- 
stituencies. 


SPRINGING A SURPRISE.

A surprise has been created by the 
announcement that Mr. William Craw- 
ford, a well-known ‘bus owner in East 
Belfast, is to be nominated as an Inde- 
endent Unionist in opposition to Sir 
Jawson Bates, Minister of Home Affairs, 
for the Victoria division, and, if there isa 
contest, it should prove of more than 
ordinary interest in view of the Home 
Office’s regulations against ‘buses in 
| Belfast. There will be several other 
contests in the city in which the official 
Unionist candidates will be opposed, and 
the result is more than problematical. 

Much speculation is being indulged in 
as to the date of the elections, but the 
Prime Minister, with whom the decision 
rests, is as dumb as an oyster on the 
subject, and merely smiles pleasantly 
when questioned about it. In generally 
well-informed quarters it is thought that 
the elections wil] be rushed as early as 
possible after the Redistribution Bil! 
becomes law, as the Unionist electoral 
machine is perfect, while the opposing 
sections are not so well equipped. More- 
over, the big drums have already been on 
the streets. 


PLEASANT ECHOES. 


Echoes from the Silent Valley were 
heard at the meeting of the Belfast Water 
Cominissioners, when Mr. William 
Courtney was elected chairman for the 
ensuing year. Mr. Courtney has a 
thorough kuowledge of the history and 
difficulties of the great reservoir under- 
taking in the Mourne Mountains, and 
his statement regarding the progress of 
the scheme will be welcomed as removing 
any apprehension which still may exist 
regarding its ultimate success. In thank- 
ing the Board for the honour conferred 
on him, he said that the only “bone of con- 
tention ” amongst its members had been 
in connection with the work at the Silent 
Valley. When the contract was signed in 
1923 they thought that it would have been 
completed this year, but, unfortunately, 
that had not been possible. 

In optimistic mood he went on to say 
that the Commissioners would not be 
satisfied until they saw the area of 247 
acres constituting the reservoir covered 
with water, giving a pure and plentiful 
supply to Belfast and the entire district. 
His hopes are well founded. What 
appeared for some time to be insuperable 
difficulties have been surmounted, and the 
Commissioners may be pardoned for taking 
a legitimate pride in their achievement. 
Even in the darkest days confidence in the 
ability of the Board ie win through was 
expressed in this column, and the return 
of all the retiring members unopposed at 
the recent elections showed that the 
electors had faith in their representatives. 
No shadow of failure now falls on the 
Silent Valley. All is serene in the regions 
of lordly Slieve Donard, and everyone 
will wish Mr. Courtney a happy year of 
office and a speedy completion of the 
crowning work of the Board. 


AN ELECTORAL SCANDAL. 


The problem of personation at elections 
in Belfast bas been troubling the auibori- 
ties for a long time past, but up to the 
present nothing has been done to remedy 
nn admitted scandal. It has even heen 
publicly asserted that there are members 
of the Corporation who never would have 
‘oraced’’ the Council Chamber had it 
not been for the illegal votes obtained in 
this way. Personation in the North has 
become a fine art, in which the costumier 
and make-up specialists play an im- 
portant part, sending out their battalions 
in various disguises to delude the return- 
ing officers. Not long ago it was stated 
at a meeting of the local Chamber of 
Trade that rooms were engaged during 
clectoral struggles where the personators 
were prepared for their adventures into 
the polling booths. Under the exist- 
ing Jaw they are seldom punished 
even when detected and arrested, as the

onus of prosecution lies on the candi- 
dates or their agents, and charges are 
generall¢ withdrawn or allowed to lapse 
owing to inconvenience and expense. The 
Government refuses to give the police 
power to prosecute, although it is a 
criminal offence, and, as admitted by the 
Prime Minister, u widespread evil. 

The subject was discussed in the 
Northern House of Commons this week. 
and Captain Dixon, Chief Government 
Whip, said that it would be foolish 
to deny that personation existed. He 
ventured to say that every member of the 
House had been personated at some time, 
adding that it had been going on for some 
vears, but that was no reason why it 
should go on for ever. 
Home Affairs said that they were setting 
up a committee to inquire into the matter, 
the membership of which would be con- 
fined to lawyers. In view of the 
number of the legal profession in the 
House there should be no difficulty in 
making the quorum a large one. 


SCHEMES OF RELIEF. 


As the result of a conference held 
between representatives of the Govern- 
ment, the Belfast Corporation and the 
Board of Guardians, a scheme has been 
formulated for the alleviation of distress 
in the city, this, of course, being in 
addition to the activities of the special 
committee over which Lord Justice 
Andrews ptesides so ably. It is hoped 
that the works to be commenced, assiste-| 
by an augmented Government grant, will 
ultimately be of benefit to the entire com- 
munity, while, at the same time, they 
will afford applicants for assistance an 
opportunity of viving work in return tor 
the money received. In this way the 
demoralising effect of getting somethiny 
for nothing, as in the case of the “' dole,’’ 
will be avoided, and the reproach ot 
charity, so repugnant to thousands of men 
unable to tind employment, will be 
removed. 

It is laid down in the conditions that 
the weekly income m any case must not 
exceed the equivalent of 75 per cent. of a 
full week's wayes, the discretion, how- 
ever, being reserved to the Guardians to 
fix the amount to be allowed. after taking 
into account the entire circumstances, 
following investigation. As the -Guar- 
dians have not shown themselves to be 
particularly generous in the past—-saving 
the rates at the expense of the poor~it “s 
to be hoped that this reservation will. not 
prove to be the ‘ fly in the ointment.’ 
The allowance of special relief to able. 
bodied men employed under this work 
scheme is to be paid in the first instance 


by the Corporation, the money to be sub- 
sequently refunded by the Guardians 
The ratepayers desire that a broad view 
should be taken of the situation, an 
they are watching further developments 
with interest. 


A GREAT HOSPITAL. 


Tribute was paid once, more to the 
generosity of the working people of Beliast 
yesterday, when the Marquis of Dufferin 
and Ava, Chairman of the Royal Victoria 
Hospital Committee of Management, drew 
attention at the annual meeting to the tact 
that, notwithstanding unemployment and 
distress, they had contributed about 
£21,500 to the funds of the institution 
during the year. He thought that was en 
example which might well be followed by 
others more favourably placed in life. 

Mr. Kirk, the senior surgeon, gave some 
interesting figures showing the develop- 
ment of the hospital during the past thirty 
vears. He pointed out that at present 
they were treating two and a-haif times 
as many patients in the extern depart- 
ment as they dic in 1898; while there was 
a similar increase in the intern wards, 
this being quite out of proportion to the 
growth of the population. The principal 
reason, strange to say, for the additional 
cases is to be found in the chanzed social 
outlook. In the old days, if a man was 
wealthy or had a comfortable home, he 
was not supposed to require hospital treat- 
ment: but with the advance of medical 
and surgica) science an institution similar 
to the Royal Victoria is the only place 
where the best treatment can be procured, 
and the only qualification for admission is 
the nature of the disease or injury. The 
rich, as well as the poor, now find a path- 
way to health within its portals. 


URGENT NEED FOR RADIUM. 


Some remarkable figures showing: the 
popularity of the hospital were given. Over 
55.000 new cases were treated, .while the 
total attendances of old cases registered 
was 131,847. It would also appear that 
the people of Be!fast are rapidiy losing 
their teeth, 27,000 having been extracted 
during the year; but in the conservation 
department there were almost 2,000 fillings 
ef various sorts; so all is well in the 
dental regions. There is an urgent need 
for radium, and an appeal has been made 
to the generous-minded iu this vespect. As: 
it costs £6.000,000 per pound the difficulty 
of obtaining even the tiniest supply can 
readily be understood. It was stated quite 
recently that radium is being stored and 
held up in sales and bank vaulis se that 
its value may not be diminished, aud, 11 
such is the case, it is a crime against suffer- 
ing humanity. 

In the Royal Victorian Hosprtal only one 
dose of the treatment can be given to only 
one patient every dav, and there are man 
who cannot, theretore, be relieved, Another 
sad feature of the hospital's records is that 
five hundred patients are on the waiting 
list. and, as Surgeon Kirk pointed out, the 
hospital question will not be satisfactorily 
answered@anti)] provision is made for all 
who seek assistance. The workers have 
done nobly, showing the truth of the old 
saving that the poor always help the poor, 
and have indicated the path of sacrifice to 
those better able to give.
